“THE GLOBE HOTEL. 
Reminiscence of a Famous Hostelry of 


1876. It was built by a company com- 
posed of some of the wealthiest and most 
prominent citizens of Philadelphia, in- 
cluding General Harry H. Bingham, 
who was president; Hamilton Disston, 
P. A. B. Widener, W. L. Elkins, Sam- 
uel Josepha, Charles H. Gross and oth- 
ers. Most of these gentlemen subscribed 
from $20,000 to $80,000 each. The ideas 
these capitalists had of the remunerative 
character of the enterprise they had en- 
gaged in may be judged from the fact 
that one of them, at meetings of-tbe di- 
rectors, could show most conclusively on 
paper that the net profits conld not pos- 
sibly be less than $2,000,000. The hotel 
cost $250,000, and was a most imposing 
structure, as many will recollect. A big 
mineral fountain was erected at one end, 
and the company received $20,000 or 
$25,000 for the lease of it; A manager 
of the hotel was engaged at $1,000 a 
month for a year. 

Tbe hotel had accommodations for 
5,000 guesta But somehow people 
would not patronize it. Samuel Josephs, 
later the originator of Grover, Grover, 
four yeara more of Grover,’’ and his 
partner paid $50,000 for the bar privi- 
iege. Afterward the company remitted 
$15,000, but even then the two lost 
$60,000 on their ventare. It was not a 
liquor drinking crowd that went to the 
Centennial. Oonnected with the Globe 
hotel, a couple of squares away, wasa 
vast collection of sheds, benesth which 
teams coald be eheltered and where 
they could be watered and fed. They 
oaleulated that the manure alone would 
pay all the expenses of the enterprise. 
During the six months of the exposition 
how many teams do you suppose were 
driven beneath the sheds? Exactly one. 
During July, August and September the 
hotel cleared an aggregate over expenses 
of $103,000, but the upshot of the whole 
business was that when the exhibition 
closed the cancern was sold out at pub- 
lic auction, and the mammoth hotel 
that had cost $250,000 before a piece of 
furniture was placed in it was knooked 
down under the hammer for $3,500. 
The stockholders in the enterprise re- 
ceived 67 cents for every dollar they had 
invested—n loss of 83 percent The

The Sting ay and the Sea Lizard Are 
Queer Customers. 

The sting ray, a member of the skate 
family, i4 u dangerous inhabitant of 
Florida water The largest specimens 
| of the kind, weighing from 400 to 500 
pounds, live at great depths and are 
| seldom found inshore, but rays from 80 
to 40 pounds are often encountered near 
the Jand, and natives consider them to 
be fully as dangerous as the octopus or 
the much dreaded blue shark. 

The fish is a large, broad, flat bellied 
creature, with eyes of a golden tint, a 
sharp, spearlike appendage at the end 
of the back and a long, slender tail that 
reminds one mach of a blacksnake whip. 
This whip tail serves as a lariat with 
which an enemy may first bo lassoed, 
and then the barbed spine finishes the 
work by lacerating the victim in a 
frightful manner. The sting ray is a 
villainous creature from any point of 
view and has no friends in this or any 
other latitude. 

In the Atlantic ocean between the 
shores of the Bahama islands and the 
| Florida coast there lives a strange crea- 
| ture known as the glaucus, or sea lizard. 
| It is seldom if ever found near the 

land, but seems to prefer deep water and 
a hot sea, especially where a strong cur- 
rent exists. It is well known that this 
portion of the gulf stream crowded in 
between the Babamas and Florida is 
very rapid, and therefore the conditions 
60 favorable to the sea lizard are here to 
be found to a greater degree than else- 
where in the known world.

STOWING AWAY. 


A Foolbardy and Dangerous Mothed of 
Getting an Ocean Voyage. 

In spite of the fact that the punish- 
ment usually meted out to those who 
try to steal a free passage on a ship is 
several weeks’ hard labor, with the op- 
tion of a fine, stowaways are even more 
common today than they were 50 or 60 
years ago. 

Big passenger steamers, with their 
hundreds of passengers and their scores 
of stewards, sailors and stokers, afford 
innumerable opportunities for showing 
away. 

Three years ago a stowaway was dis- 
covered aboard one of the Allan liners 
running between Liverpool and Mont- 
real. He was shabbily dressed, but be- 
ing a big, sturdy looking fellow he was 
put to work about the ship. When the

fur daylight before entering the harbor, 
he, it is presumed, slipped quietly over- 
board and swam ashoare. In any case, 
when the boat touched at Montreal and 


was overrun by detectives looking for a 
notorious jewel robber, it was im- 


mediately suspected that the stowaway 
was the robber and that he bad escaped, 
taking the jewels with him. He was 
captured some months afterward and 
confessed that when he swam ashore he 
had more than $10,000 worth of jewels 
on his n.

These places are 
extremely dangerous, and many cases 
are recorded where the shifting of the 
cargo has resulted in the death of some 
unfortunate wretch in hiding, 

During the passage of a cargo boat to 
this country from England the sailors 
were startled the third day out by a 
curions scratching, which was immo- 
diately attributed to supernatural causes.

Work That Application During 
Long Days Tor Small Returns—Pictur- 
esque Situations, but There Is Too Mach 
Poverty to Admit of Poetry. 


Yesterday I spent at Malling, an an- 
cient market town about 80 miles from 
London, which is in the midst of one of 
the most fertile and extensive hop dis- 
tricts in the world, the soil being of the 
rich quality that produces the famous 
golden hop. I stood on an joe 
and surveyed in every direction t 
plantations of tall hops, luxuriant on 
the straight, firmly set poles, the deep 
green of the yine leaves beautifully 
gemmed by the great bunches of golden 
flower. On a hillside a little distance 
to the left were the uniform white tents 
of the hop pickers, like the encampment 
of an army—fér you must know that 
the hop pickers are not residents of the 
neighborhood. They come from distances 
by families, a large proportion of them 
from London. And. be it known, the 
majority of the hop pickers are wretch- 
edly poor. The pay for hop picking is 
so very little that only by the united 
efforts of a family of three or four 
workers is the result of the day's labor 
worth the effort. Last year, for exam- 
ple, the pay for picking was a shilling 
for seven bushels, so that a worker had 
to complete seven bushels before the 
shilling was earned. This year condi- 
tions are a little better, but at the best 
hop pickiug is only profitable when the 
family has six or eight pairs of expert 
hands to strip the vines swiftly. Some 
of the women have reduced this picking 
toan art, the deft facility with which 
they take four ar five flowers at a time 
completely deceiving the novice, who 
imagines skil] to be nothing in this 
business. 

The poles in a hopfield are so perfectly 
set at right angles that you may look 
down a uniférm avenue of overhanging 
vines in whatever direction you turn 
your eyes. But this exactitude is less 
for beauty of appearance than for con- 
venience of arrupgement of pick ing par- 
ties, for a field Í let out in small sec- 
tions, so many hills—two poles make a 
hill—to afrmily, according as the fam- 
ily has agreed for half a bin or more. 
Therefore, us you walk down the path 
that intereects a bopfleld, you see here 
and there at fixed distances apait the 
different independent groups of pickers, 
their canvas bips; with wide, flaring 
mouths, al) of regular size, stretched on 
poles and sct on crosspieces the length 
of their section, nud while the man cuts 
the vines a thirdof the way up the poles 
and pulls up the poles to carry to the 
bin side the women and children inces- 
santly werk from 6 a. m. to 7 p. m., 
save only for the balf hour at noon for 
dinner. And what a sight it is! At-the 
very edge of the field where I spent 
most time rezis, rugged aud tall, the 
ivy draped tower of St. Leonards, gaid 
to be the very frst, nud therefore the 
oldest, of the Norman towers, the pic- 
turesque ruius of which so interest the 
intelligent visitor to rural England. 
This tower was bnilt by Gundulf, bisbop 
of Rochester, somewhere about 1078-90. 
This abbey, by the way, has been re- 
stored and is once more a home of nuns. 
At the foot of this old tower yesterday 
rolled and tumbled a score of grimy, 
half naked, tatterdemalion children, of 
ages running from the infant that should 
have been in arms toa pair of 4-year- 
old twins, in patched, dirty red dresses, 
and with buge brass earrings hiding the 
lobes of their unclean little ears. Thus 
did half barbarous young modesty kick 
up ita slovenly little legs in contempt of 
that still grim thqugh dismantled tower, 
built eight centuries ago to repel the 
assaults of those savages who were fore- 
runners of the present day Englishman. 

And among the vines yonder were the 
motley groups of persons to whom these 
little human blots appertained. Not by 
any means as pictoresque and fascinat- 
ing as Italian grape pickers; nothing of 
the rich, dark beauty of the sonthern 
types, but a different sort of interest at- 
taches to these hopelessly ignorant, half 
vagrant creatures, who have come to 
the picking—by donkey cart, by train, 
on foot—bearing with them their mis- 
erable utensils for cooking and faring, 
in their rags and their tatters, the filth 
of which they are not ashamed, sleep- 
ing by night in tents if they are so for- 
tunate, behind hedges and under rude 
wigwams of boughs, if they must, work- 
ing from day dawn to evening close for 
a mere pittance—yet not wolfish or sur- 
ly, not rude—indeed, good natured 
when you address them, and in rough 
way jocular or in sby way communica- 
tive. Here and there, to be sure, some- 
thing more pretentious, the epitome of 
lower middle class shift and tidiness, 
but in the main a hop picking scene 
such as you may witness at Malling 
tells you what pitifal poverty and 
wretchedness are hidden from the world 
by the purple splendor of the richest na- 
tion upon which the curious sun looks 
askance. 

Fill in imaginatively the picture of 
which I have given but true outlines. 
Scan the hillside encampment, where in- 
fancy and age swarm abont the evening 
fires. Walk through the fields of vine girt 
poles, that seem a compact mass as you 
look down upon them. Talk with these 
women and children stripping the yel- 
low flowers swiftly from the stems. 
Glance at the various troops of thought - 
lessly begotten infants rolling on the 
green grass or burrowing in the soft 
earth, and then, as you blow the froth 
from your next glass of beer, reflect 
how the best bops yielded by bountiful 
nature aro gathered for your benefit — 
Cor. Chicago Times-Herald.

Vesuvius. 

Recent reports from Mount Vesuvius 
say that its cruption is steadily increas- 
ing in volume.

sightseera.

Although he is so blind he 
cannot tell day from night, even though 
he looks directly at the sun, it does not 
interfere with his ability to travel In 
fact, Watkins does more traveling than 
most other people except drummers. 
And, furthermore, he does the most 
of it without any one to guide him. 

Watkins, when he is in the city, can 
be seen standing on the corners of some 
of the down town streets, where be sells 
notions and other smal! articles in arder 
to gain a livelihood. But he does not 
stay long at a time, because he Jikes to 
visit different places and meet different 
people. He always attends the different 
celebrations and fiestas, where he says 
he is sure th enjoy himself. 

When Watkins wants to go any place 
the first tinre, he gets some one to guide 
him, if possible, but after that he can 
go alone at any time hbe wishes. He has 
been over nearly all of the roads in Cal- 
ifornia, and only a few months ago he 
walked from this city to Los Angeles 
by himself. He says he is always well 
treated and finds people only too willing 
to tell him what is going on. 

According to Watkins’ story, be is 
able to do these remarkable things solely 
by his memory_and says that he can be 
taken anywhere and made to turn as 
many corners as desired, and that he 
can find his way back witbout assist- 
ance. In this respect he seems to have 
the same faculty a cat is said to have 
and exercises it in the same way. 

When the blind man desires to go to 
a certain place he has never been taken 
before, be is Jed to it, and as he goes 
along he takes mental note of all the 
objects he passes. Here isa rough cross- 
ing, here some asphaltum pavement, 
here a dirt road with some stones on it, 
here some water, etc. When he wants 
to return, he takes them in reverse order 
and has no trouble. 

The reason I can do this, he says, 
‘tis because I don’t see a lot of things 
that distract me. Tou could do the same 
thing easy enough. Maybe in a mile I 
would only have to remember a few 
objects. It is just the same as if a man 
who could see was taken through a dark 
alley, but every once in awhile was 
given a glimpse of his surroundings by 
a light being turned on. He could re- 
member what he saw witboot any trou- 
ble, but if be saw a tbousand other 
things he could not. I know just how 
many stepe it is from the corner to 
where I live and can walk to the place 
without even using my cane. Of course 
I am helped a great deal by the people 
E pass, because they know I um blind 
and always make room for me.'’—Sap 
Francisco Call.

In making the voyege nathward 
from Seattlo ono has scarcely left the 
waters of Puget sound before great 
patches of enow are perceptible on the 
highest peuksjof the colossal range of 
mountains bordering the inland pas- 
sage. These gradually grow larger and 
larger as the steamer wends her way to 
the north, and soon the loftiest peaks, 
both inland and toward the sea, are 
seon robed in glistening garments of 
purest white. Two days’ travel brings

ciers creeping from under the lower 
edges of the snow banks. Lower and 
lower theso descend as the steamer 
crawls onward, unti the northernmost 
point on the route is renched, where 
they come down to the ocean level. 

Here, in & beautiful little bay, dotted 
with 1,000 icebergs, some cf them high- 
er than the topmost mast of the ship, 
great walls of deep blue ice form the 

shores, long arms cf this ice break from 
the mother lodo, as it were, and stretch 
far back into the mountains, where at 
the crest of the range they rcunite, and, 
running northward, form into a contin- 
uous chgiu of giacicrs that line that 
portion of Alaska’s coast fcr many hun- 
dred miles. 

This little fairyland is cullcd Glacier 
bay, and the most rttractive featore is 
the Muir glacier, the grandest of all the 
group, named in Loncr of Mr. John 
Muir, who upon the last excursion of 
the Queen again visited the bay and be- 
held the mczrtain of ice which will 
perpetuate Lis namo while time lasts, 
In matchless beauty, unparalleled 
grandeur and colossal etructure it sur- 
passes anything cf its kind on the 
American continent. This great mass is 
constantly moving, and as it debouches 
into the sea huge picces break from the 
front, and, as thunderbolts from heaven, 
they drop iz‘o the waters, rolling up 
great waves zal making n noise like 
the booming ef heavy artiilery. These 
pieces float away as icebergs and are 
carried mary miles to eca before they 
finally are progud and melted into their 
original fluid r‘ate. 

Visible to the rcrih rrd west, front- 
ing ou the sea, cre :ixeug the grandest 
peaks cn the pic! c—Lituya peak, 10,000 
feet high; Licurt Crillon, 15,900 feet; 
Mount Fair cather, 14,708 feet; thence 
farther ncrth sublin:c Mcunt St. Elias, 
the giant cut uel: f tho Rockies, towers 
nearly 20, C00 fect above the ocean that 
thunders ct its Lasc. How inexpressibly 
grand is th's Leary headed monster, for 
every foot cf Lis tides is in mountain 
slope! He bathes bis brow in the clouds 
and washes his feet iu the sea. No hu- 
man being has ever planted foot on the 
summit of this mountain, although va- 
rious attempts have been made by hardy 
explorers. Lying between the sea and 
the base of the mountain, perhaps three- 
quarters of a mile in width, is a level 
and thickly timbered picce of land, 
From this bearh the mountain rises 
gradually to the timber line, approxi- 
mately 1,000 fcet. Here the line of per- 
potual snow begins and the slope grows 
gradually steeper, Soon the blue ice is 
seen under the snow, and a little farther 
up the entire face of the mountain isa 
glistening mass. This ice extends to 
within 6,000 feet of the summit, where 

the crowning peak rises nearly perpeu- 
dicular and assumes the form of a lofty 
watch tower upon the walls of an an- 
cient castle. Snow and ice do not lie on 
the peak, except on the extreme top, for 
the reason that the sides are too steep. 

Probably only by gerin) means could 
the summit bo reached, and, even if 
that were pessible, it is doubtful if any 
human being could survive the terrible 
cold which would be encountered in 
that great altitude. This mountain is 
held in great esteem and awe by the na- 
tive Indian tribes. It is their great 
weather prophet, and by certain clcud 
signs they know when they can with 
safety undcriake (Lo journey aloug the 
‘ironbound coast," ®udangerots stretch 
of water running frei Cape Spencer 
northward to Yakutat bay, along which 
distance the mountains break sheer into 
the sea. 

The entire length of the inland pas- 
gage, 1,100 miles, is heavily timbered 
with spruce, hemlock, pine and both 
yellow and red codar. Great avalanches 
of snow hare swept down the mountains 
here and tbere, aud in their track Jong 
streaks of timber bave tcen mowed 
down asa sickle would so much ripe 
grain. At intervals Indian villages dot 
the shores, resting most picturesquely 
upon narrow shelves just at the edge of 
tidewater. These nomads of the north- 
west spend two-thirds of their lives out 
of doors in their canoes, which are their 
only means of travel, and with which 
they obtain their livelihood from the 
sea. Throughout the entire stretch of 
country travel by land is almost impos- 
sible, owing to the dense timber and 
underbrush that cover the entire sur- 
face. ; 

To the disciples of Izaak Walton 
these inland waters and their tribu- 
taries offer everything from the small 
oolichans and herring to monster hali- 
but, sharks and whales The shores of 
innumerable bays will be found by the 
hunter to contain myriads of ducks, 
geese and other water fowl. In the for- 
ests he will meet moose, caribou and 
bears in sufficient numbers to satisfy the 
most ardent, and the Alpine climber 
who bas ascended the Matterhorn can 
here find mountain peaks whose sum- 
mits have never yet felt the touch of an 
alpenstock.—Alaska News.

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HOW NAPOLEON CONDUCTED HIM- 
SELF DURING EXILE. 


The Powers Which Swayed the Larger 
World Shown to Good Advantage In His 
Pygmy Kingdom—The Darker Side of a 
Brilliant Career. 


Elba was an island divided against 
itself, there being both imperialists and 
royalists among its inhabitants and a 


vor of, loyalty for their new emperor. 
Before nightfall of the 4th the 


which were sent from Fontainebleau an 
efficient little army of 1,600 men, His 
expenses were regulated to the minutest 
detail both at home and abroad. The 
salt worka and iron mines, which were 
the bulwarks of Elban prosperity, began 
at once to increase their output, and 
taxation was regulated with scrupulous 
nicety. By that supereminent virtue of 
the French burgher, good management, 
the island was made almost independ- 
ent of the remnants of the Tuileries 
treasure (about 5,000,000 francs) which 
Napoleon had brought from France. The 
same powers which had swayed a world 
operated with equa] success in a sphere 
almost microscopic by comparison. 

Before long the Princess Borghese, 
separated soon after her marriage from 
her second husband and banished since 
1810 from Paris for impertinent conduct 
to the empress, came, according to prom- 
ise, to be her brother’s companion, 
and Madame Mere, though distant in 
prosperity, came Jikewise to soothe her 
son in adversity. The intercepted letters 
of the former prove her to have been at 
east as Joose in ber life at Elba as ever 
before, but they do not afford a suffi- 
cient basis for the scandals concerning 
ber relations with Napoleon which were 
founded upon them and industriously 
circulated at the court of Louis XVIII. 
The shameful charge has no adequate 
foundation of any sort. 

Napoleon’s economies were rendered 
not merely expedient, but imperative 
by the fact that none of the money 
from France was forthcoming which 
bad been promised in his treaty with 
the powers. After a short stay Koller 
frankly stated that, in his opinion, it 
would never be paid and departed. The 
island swarmed with Bourbon spies, 
and the only conversation iv which Na- 
poleon could indulge himself unguard- 
edly was with Sir Neil Campbell, the 
English representative, or with the ti- 
tled English gentlemen who gratified 
their curiosity by visiting bim.

A High English Compliment to American 
Railroads. 

Mr. Harry Pollitt, chief engineer of the 
Manchester, Sheffield & Lincolnshire 
railroad, England, recently made a tour 
of this country, inspecting American 
railroads. Before returning home he 
made some interesting observation about 


our railroads, and among otber things 


said: 

“The feature of your railroads is vast- 
ness as compared with compactness in 
ours. The ability of your managers to 
arrive at certain resalts by short cuts 
would not be recognized by our officials, 
but it is almost necessary when the ex- 
tent of your system is taken into con- 
sideration. These remarks, however, 
do not apply to the Pennsylvania and 
New York Central railroads which, with- 
out wishing to discriminate, I consider 
lar superior to your other roads. I was 
particularly impressed with the thor- 


oughness and nicety of detail of the Pen- | 


nsylvania system, and surprised how 
closely our methods bave been copied, 
and in certain respects improved upon. 
You have one advantage which, for 
practical economy, is incalculable. Ire- 
fer to the superior intelligence of your 
conductors, engineers and other employ- 
ees over ours. That is the basis of your 
arriving at results with celerity and safe- 
ty, whereas we haye to hedge our view 
of necessities with more red tape.” As 
regards the American block system Mr. 
Pollitt thinks it is behind the English 
system considerably. He also claims 
superiority for the English locomotive. 
Our large stations are exceedingly well 
arranged, but the way-stations are poor. 
“Taking your system as a whole,” he 
concluded, “they are marvelous exam- 
ples of energy, ingenuity and adminis- 
trative ability.” 

This is really a handsome compliment 
to the completeness of the great railroad 
system jn this country by far the greatest 
in the world. It leads to the belief that 
more of the conveniences and improve- 
ments of American railway travel may 
be copied sbroad. Prince Hilkoff of 
Russia, who also made a close insp ction 
of American railroads a sbort time ago, 
was similarly impressed, and the views of 
these two experts will no doubt soon be 
come universal in the countries beyond 
the sea.

Perhaps. But just as often he learns 
that which is not good. * * Many a 
man has stood at the forks of the road 
in his life, broken-hearted and perplex- 
ed, only to have his mother’s words, ut- 
tered to him when a child, come before 
him and point him the way. It is then 
that he realizes that the best thing in 
the world to a man is to have had a 
good mother, watchful, tender and anx- 
ious, as only a mother can be where ber 
child is concerned. In those supreme 
moments the lesson taught—not by the 
purse, not by a stranger, not at the kin- 
dergarten, but at the mother's knee—be- 
comes a precious recollection and a ben- 
ediction.

A Crecedile Cne Hundred Fect Long. 

It isa vell known fact, vs among 
those wo make no pretcuce cf baving 
their Leads stored with geological and 
polemto!cgical lore, that the beasts and 
reptiles which cxisted in the early ages 
of the werld were giarts when com- 
pared with the very largest representa- 
tives of the same types which still sur- 
vive.

M. Gerard, the 
professor iu charge of the working 
corps, says that there is no doubt that 
the tooth formerly telonged to a gigan- 
tic crocodile, and that there is no possi- 
bility whatever that be has confounded 
the tooth with that of the megalvagau- 
rus, as some scientists have hinted. 

M. Gerard says: It jsa typical croc- 
odile tooth and is probably the largest 
specimen of the kind ever seen by man. 
In my estimation it is frcm the head of 
a reptile not less than 100 feet in 
length. —St. Louis Republic.

To Trade Lxpedition and Property 
Protection." This was the legend on the 
mail coach halfpenny struck to com- 
memorate the introduction of the mail 
coach by John Palmer of the Bath thea- 
ter on Ang. 2, 1784, an undertaking 
which is rot without its effect today. 
The careful student of the Postal 
Gnide”’ will not fail to notice what fa- 
cilitics are open to him for the trans- 
mission of important letters. Over and 
above frequent collections and conven- 
jently late hours for posting, he can hand 
his letter in at a railway station parcels 
office; he can post in late letter boxes at 
the station serving the district for which 
his Jetter is intended, while up to the 
last moment tbere hangs outside the 
sorting van a box into which letters may 
be dropped preparatory to being whirled 
away throughout the length and breadth 
of England at the rate of 50 miles an 
hour, and to be delivered next morning 
at many a distant breakfast table. 

To appreciate to the full the present 
state of postal facilities, one should 
look at the system under which mails 
were carried prior to the Palmer era. 
For two or three centuries before the 
first mail coach ran {he post was carried 
by men or boys on horseback, but in 
1720 Ralph Ailen, from. whom Fielding 
took his ideas for Squire Allwortry in 
Tom Jones,“ sent in a contract to farm 
the cross couutry posts and to carry the 
mails by what were gabsequently known 
as Allen's Post boys, who were sup- 
posed to travel on horseback at a pace 
averaging five miles an bour. 

Palmer, in cxplaining his scheme for 
reform to Pitt in 1783, thus criticised 
the then existing state of things: The 
post, he said, “at present, instead of 
being the quickest, is almost the slow- 
est conveyance iv the country, and al- 
thongh, from the great improvements 
in oor roads, other carriers have pro- 
portionatciy ended their speed, the 
post is as c!ow a3 cvor." Palmer point- 
ed out to the authorities that the system 
then in vozgne was unsafe, for, said 
he, 'the mails are geuerally intrusted 
to some iule boy without a character, 
mounted cu a vcruont hack, and who, 
so far from being able to defend himself 
or escape f om a robber, is far more 
likely to be in league with him. 

What was known 23 tho robbery of 
the Brighton mail in 1792 was not by 
stopping of a wail, coach by a well 
mounted bighwayman, bat the stopping 
of a lad cf about 15 years old bya 
couple of loafing fcotpads numed Rooke 
and Howc!!, who were afterward hanged 
in due course, uud the circumstance of 
the mother of Rooke going night after 
night to the gibbet to collect the bones 
as they were blown down Ly the wind 
suggested the poem ¥Mizpah."’ 

Those Lcoys without characters and 
the wretched horres they bestrode were 
cheap labor, aud the profits on the con- 
tract enabled Allen to turn in abont 
£12,000 a year uud to take up bis resi- 
dence ut Pricr Purk, cue of the finest 
Italian horses in England, and it is 
said that it was the sight of this grand

Most Wheels Are Ovecrolled. 

So many bicyclists Lave be en observed 
suffering from clogged chains that a 
word of advice muy witb prcpriety bo 
repeated: Oil the chain—nothing is 
more necessary, but be sure vot to have 
it wet. Each livk should be thoroughly 
lubricated, and then the chain should be 
rubbed dry. No amount of rubbing,- it 
should be remembered, can remove the 
oil from the parts between the links, 
where it is needed, and not a particle of 
oil is required on the -exterior surface. 
The drier that is the better. The oil, 
if exposed, picks up aud halds dust and 
adds greatly to the friction. The same 
advice applies to all oiling. If so much 
is put in the bearings that some over- 
flows and it is not wiped off, dast will 
gather at the spot, and epen in the best 
made bearings some of it will almost 
certainly work into the balls and make 
trouble. Aud even if it does not get so 
far the bunches of dust so accumulated 
detract from the appearance of an other- 
wire well gfOomed machine and render 
the cleaning after a run twice as diffi- 
cult as it need be.

The “Sistine Madonna.” 

Are all visitors to the Engadine 
aware, we wonder, that the proprietor 
of one of the hotels at St. Moritz—Mr. 
Caspar Badratt—is the happy possessor 
of an admirable replica or early copy of 
Raphael's most famous picture, the 
“Sistine Madonna? We have said “a 
replica or early copy,’’ but Mr. Badrutt 
himself boldly claims his as the orig- 
inal work and the Dresden picture as 
the copy. A handsonie folio, setting 
forth his case and giving photogravures 
of the two pictures, has recently been 
published at Zurich. A complete his- 
tory, with many curious details, of the 
St. Moritz picture is also given. 

It was originally in the possession of 
Alfonso, duke of Ferrara, and was 
bought by Mr. Badrutt's father from a 
house in Reggio, in the Emilia. In 1887 
he sent it to Herr Sesar, in Au, burg. 
to be restored, and it is now for the 
most part in good condition. Mr. Ba- 
drutt bases his claim for this as the 
original on certain doubts and difficul- 
ties about the Dresden picture which 
have always exercised the art historians, 
Vasari’s account, it is urged, is so in- 
accurate in many ways that it may be 
wrong in all. „How were the obscure 
monks of San Sisto, in a small town 
like Placenza, able to secure a great 
masterpiece by Raphael at the very 
height of his fame?

On the other hand, 
when a regiment comes home from In- 
dia, that country has to be paid back 
the full valre of the clothes they wear. 

The govcrument sells old and worn- 
out articles to tbe secondhand dealers, 
who, by the way, usually accumulate 
fortunes in a short {ime The value of 
castoff clothes so disposed cf is about 
$140,000 yearly. The scraps remaining 
after the uniforms have been out out 
also bring a matter of $30,000 gnnual- 
ly. In al) the authorities receive back 
about $1,500,000, thus reducing the to- 
tal cost of clothing the army to less than 
$5,000,000 a year. 

The best quality of everything is used 
in the marvfectore cf uniformas In 
fact, it is said they cre too good for du- 
rable wear. A Luge factory in Pimlico, 
London, makes n large share of the fur- 
nishings, but vast quantities of foot and 
head gear are bought ready made. Boots 
and leggings, for example, cost $1,165,- 
000 and headdresses $250, 000. 

The thousands of miles of flannel, 
linen, calico, cloth, velvet, eto., the 
millions of butions, the tons of cotton 
wool, the billions of yards of sewing 
cotton, that are made into smart tunics, 
tidy trousers and warm shirts cost $2,- 
425,000. The wages paid for making 
these up are over $6,000 a week. Some 
of the salaries paid for this branch are 
excellent for England. The inspector of 
clothing receives $6,000 and his assist- 
ants $2,750 apiece, and so on down the 
long list. 

But all this vast expense is probably 
much less than the annual outlay that 
France or Germany makes for keeping 
its soldiers xmart in appearance in times 
of peace. In Germany, for example, ev- 
ery map ip tbe army is said to have 
four complete suits of militury olothiug.

VALUABLE RELICS 
AT SHARPTOWN.

Furniture as Mementos of Rel- 
atives and F put 
into Modern Use, 


Never In the W ót the town has 
thery boen such an appreciation of fami- 
ly relice as recently. The town ‘has been 
very largely the growth of ite own pro- 
docte. Marrying and intermarrying 
have been a characteristic of her people, 
until the whole town seems as one ora 
few families. When the interest of one 
is revived«dt; tonches 8 tender chord 
throughout the town ani a feeling vig 
p Of the efforts of each other is 
very manifest, and especially is this trae 
with regard to the ladies. 

Within the last few weeks the ladies 
have been vying with each other in 
bringing out family relies, and now al- 
most every parlor and drawing: room is 
adorned with some anciént piece of fur- 
nitare, fitted up and painted eo as to re- 
tain as much of its original identity as 
possible. The old spinning wheel so 
much nsed by the mothers and grand- 
mothers is chief among the favorite se- 
lectiona and the good natured painters of 
town are kept quite busy touching up 
with artistic finish these obsalete arti- 
cles that were once so indispensible. 
They had their day of usefulness and 
now seems to be their period of orna- 
ment. Such a revival of these old time 
household necessities is commendable. 
While their day of u-efulness has past 
and many of the honest and steady op- 
erators gone from the busy scenes of life 
the bringing’ back of these antiquated 
articles to places of ornamentation in 
the homes of those whose - brightest 
lights and happiest hours are traceable 
to the noble hearts that beat around the 
buzzing wheel is the highest tribute 
that modern mothers and daught rs can 
pay to mothers and grand mothers of 
the past. It is highly commendable and 
isa-fitting recognition of tbe honest in- 
dustry of a pure womanhood, around 
which eluster the dearest reccolections of 
the past. 

Old chairs with their “colts foot” 
bottum and old pictures with faces and 
scenes of by gone days, come in for their 
place in the modern drawing room, and 
they tvo tell much of the past. Many of 
the chairs were the work of the own 
bands of fathers and grand fathers, 
showing in unmistakable marks evi- 
dences of the somewhat crude work man- 
ship of their day. But the tools with 
which they worked had more perhaps to 
do withthe cundition of the finish than 
mebcauism of the builder. Style, com- 
fort, durability were as prominent then 
as now in the construction, but the tinish 
was less artistic then than now, giving 
evidence thatthe tools with which the 
work was done were inadequate to the 
needs and demands of the builder 

The most ancient piece yet brought 
out is a walnut desk of tine architectural 
design. It was built for ornament as 
well as usefulness, and was a costiy as 
well as a useful piece of furniture. The 
shelves and pigeon-holes are of fine 

stic work and compare favorably with 
the best of modern construction. It re- 
mains intact and in one of its drawers 
may be sven a liard wood stencil of the 


owner's name n perfect condition and 


takes ink and stamps as good as new. 
Tnis relic was the property of Isaac 
eens, the first merchant in this com- 
münity, away back in the sixteenth or 
early part of the seventeenth century. 
The food at that time was supplied by 
New England vessels which would sail 
up the Nanticoke to this place and deal 
out the merchandise and liquors, which 
were then indispensable, Merchant“ 
Deens, as he was called, opened a 
store here and stocked it with general 
merchandise and choice liquors. This 
desk was his property and has remain- 
ed the succeeding families ever since. It 
wilt be repaired so as to retain as much 
as posesible of its original construction 
and appearance, and will be brought in 
to immediate use. Several of these old 
desks have been brought out in town 
and given a place with the chairs and 
spioning wheels, some with and some 
without much history. Alof these re- 
vi ved relics are highly prized here, not 
so much for their intrin-ic value as for 
their antiquity and family history, and 
are as much appreciated as any modern 
or fashionuble farniture with which they 
hold their places Historian.

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TINY CABINETS. OF GLASS. . 


An Adaptation of the Popular Gless 
Ribbon Box Idea. 

Those who admired the glass and 
don boxes much in vogue a few years 
ugo will be ready to attempt some new 
things in that line which are now seen. 
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an intelligent carpenter join them with 
wood. Either ground or clear glass, or 
both combined, may be used. The 
ground glass can be decorated — the 
rough side being ont in every case—

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The existence of salt springs in the! 
lower peninsula of Michigan was known 
to the Indians Jong prior to the advent 
of the white men in the country; and 
they were resorted to by both Indians 
Shee A 

of salt 

that the general government made nū- 
merous reservations of lands which were 
supposed ^to contain talt deposit. By 
the act of admission of Michigan into 
the Union the state was authorized to 
select 72 sections of salt Jand, or land 
where the presence of saline springs in- 
dicated the occurrence of salt deposite. 
On the organization of the geological 
survey the state geologist, Dr. Donglas 
Houghton, made an examination, with 
the view to the selection of these lands, 
and in 1838 reported the results of his 
observations. Still these examinations 
were limited to surface indications. and 
no extended experiments were made to 
probe the coast far below the surface. 

However, borings were finally under- 
taken in several localities, resulting 
generally in such a good measure of suc- 
cess as to stimulate still further trials, 
developing such gratifying results, es- 
pecially in the Saginaw valley, that in 
1859 the first company was organized 
for the manufacture of salt, since which 
period this industry has reached its 
present stupendous proportions adding 
greatly to the wealth and reputation of 
the state and especially to the growth 
of the cities and the region in which 
the business Is carried on. 

The origin of these depositsis not 
known. Whence the waters, lying s0 
far beneath the surface, derive their sa- 
line property there is no apparent means 
of determining, nor is the boundary of 
the surface known beneath which these 
deposits of brine may be found. The 
Michigan salt group has a wide extent 
in the state, though thus far the great- 
est successes have come from the Sagi- 
naw valley. Where the lowest horizon 
is found ib the salt group the brine is 
found ta be the strongest, greatest in 
amount and best in quality. It is for 
this reason that salt wells in the Sagi- 
naw valley have proved to be more val- 
uable than elsewhere. It is the region 
in which the greatest depression occurs. 
The salt group here lies at a depth 
reaching to more than 1,000 feet below 
the surface of the lake. At what depth 
below the surface of the lake this brine 
is found the writer is unable to state. 
Of one thing there is an apparent cer- 
tainty, that the supply of the brine is 
inexhaustible. The extent to which the 
manufacture of salt in Michigan may 
be carried on is one of cost and demand. 
The brine may be assumed as existing 
in quantity far in excess of our ability 
to diminish it. 

Of the two modes of securing the 
evaporation of the water, either by the 
application of solar or artificial heat, 
the Jatter is the method mainly resort- 
ed to in the Saginaw valley. Solar evap- 


oration is effected by exposing the brine | 


in shallow wooden vats. Such vats as 
are used are about 18 feet square and 6 
inches deep. They are supported on 
posts above the ground and are provided 


the vats or off from them to cover the 
brine from the rain or to expose it to 
the sun, as required. The process is be- 
gun in March and the contents removed 
in July, the product of the second fill- 
ing is taken ont the Ist of September, 
and the third and final removal occurs 
the last of October. The annual product 
of a single salt vat of this size is 60 
bushels. 

A kettle block contains 50 or 60 ket- 
tles, set close together and in rows in- 
closed in stonework or brickwork. A 
Jaunder connects with a cistern kept 
filled with brine and runs along be- 
tween the rows of kettles, and from this 
launder the brine is drawn out into the 
kettles by cpening a lateral spout 
When 70 per cent of the water has been 
boiled away, the salt is dipped out into 
a basket or sieve to allow the water to 
run out of it, after which it is emptied 
into a bin, where, after u sufficient time 
—about two weeks—it is ready to be 
put into barrels. But the greatest ad- 
vance in the way of cheapening the cost 
of the salt production has been achieved 
by the use of steam to afford heat for 
evaporation. For this purpose the ex- 
haust steam of the great mills in the 
Saginaw region is ured. 

Pans are also made use of. A so call- 
ed pan block, consisting of a ‘‘settler’’ 
pan, and packing room are inclosed in the 
same building. The brine is drawn 
from the settler into the pan, to the bot- 
tom of which the firé is directly ap- 
plied, making the evaporation very rap- 
id and causing tho salt to form continu- 
ously. 

The salt business in Michigan has 
swollen from the manufacture in 1860 
of 4,000 barrels 10 3,967,286 in 1898. 

The estimated capacity of the 118 
firms now engaged in the manufacture 
of salt in this state is 6,950,000 barrels 
per year. — Detroit Free Press.

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OUR MILLIONAIRES. 


LIKE OTHERS BEFORE THEM SOME | 


| ARE DOOMED TO OBSCURITY. 


— 


The Only Way to Create Distinction by 
Walth Is to Use It—Some Who Will 
Not Be Remembered Thirty Days After 
They Are Dead, 


The London Spectator once published 
a list of those it called ‘‘obscure mil- 
Jionaires’* who had died within the pre- 
vious ten years, The list was a rather 
long one. This age isashopkeeping age, 
it is true. It is apt, we say, to valne 
men according to their property. Great 
wealth gives great consideration, and 
yet, notwithstanding the exaggerated 
importance of money and money get- 
ting, it appears that wealth in the lar- 
gest measure redeems no man from ób- 
scurity; that money in itself, by its 
mere possession, confers no distinction 
which even this age values, Its use, and 
not its possession, is all that can make 
it a matter of distinction. In our own 
country, even more than in Europe, 
wealth exaggerates its own consequence. 
It is natural that it should, for bere, 
more than there, it isa personal mat- 
ter. The American millionaire has 
„made,“ as he says, his own millions. 
They represent his own shrewdness, in- 
dustry, tact, perseverance or “good 
luck. He is fond, it may be, of re- 
minding us all that it is so. Heisa 
“self made man. and recurs to the 
time when he was a barefoot boy, or a 
penniless youtb, with some pride, asa 
proof of how bright a man he is in hav- 
ing changed by his own unaided powers 
the early poverty for the present wealth. 

He feels in his heart he has done a 
noble work and that he deserves the 
commendation of mankind [or doing it. 
He is liable to disappointment, as we 
all know, and it is somewhat strange 
that, shrewd as he is in money matters, 
he is so blind in others. For the rest of 
the world is very busy, and has little 
time to trouble itself about his success 
or his failure. Neither can other people 
see on exactly what grounds a man can 
claim its applause only for having taken 
good care cf his own interests. 

The consideration given to him for 
his money is given only to his face by 
those who expect to get something by 
it. The community would look compla- 
cently upon the matter if a sudden re- 
vulsion should sct him to sweeping the 
streets tomorrow, would consider him, 
indeed, quite as important in the last 
occupation c3 in that of raking his 
heaps higher. In cther words, it is the 
wealth itself tbat is important, if there 
is any importance in the ease. The man 
who owns it may bo very unimportant. 
In fact, if Lo is content to be merely its 
owner, he is saro to be fo. 

The only wey to create distinction 
with walth is Ly tho usc. What a man 
does with whut ho has determines the 
question of his obscurity. The world is 
very just and forgets all but its bene- 
factors. Tho millionaire who uses his 
millions for his own benefit is like the 
officeholder who uses his office fur his 
own benefit, cz the man of genius who 
exhausts Lis genius for his own selfish 
ends, or, indeed, like any man who, en- 
dowed with a trust, uses the trust for his 
own cxclusive uso and behoof. 

Men poss?ssed of other trusts are not 
as apt to mako this mistake as the men 
possesse'] cf money. Genius, intellec- 
tual power, high spiritual gifts, we are 
all loud to claim are conferred for the 
good of humanity. We stand ready to 
condemn relentlessly the men who, en- 

| dowed with such gifts, use them mainly 
for their own advantage. But great 
wealth, especially if a man has himself 
wg it, in less apt to be considered a 
tyust. The greed for it is great. It is 
often sought not for itself, but for the 
supposed distinction it confers. When 
the young man cf cnergy and ambition 
looks forward to the attainment of it as 
the end cf his endeavors, he is not led 
by any miserly desiro for money in it- 
self. Ho has rather the nobler desire of 
winning distinction und importance by 
its possessiou. It is a meuns and not 
an end. Pity he ehcull in the years of 
his pursuit co oftcn change his notion, 
for bis first opinicu is right. Weulth 
can confer distinetien. It can bring 
honor and high consideration. It can 
make a man's mecry fragrant with 
blessings for centuries. But to do all 
this it must bo used. 

There : millionaires in our own 
country who will neitbor be remember- 
ed nor cared for 50 days ufter their cost- 
ly funerals. Their passage from among 
living men will leave no void, for the 
stocks cud bords and shares which alone 
gave them their ccnsequence remain. 
Mankind has lost nothing, misses noth- 
ing. There are others who will be miss- 
ed in 1,000 places und by thousands of 
hearts, for though the millions remain, 
the heart that made the millions a bless- 
ing is gone. The man in this case is lost 
to us, and he was more than his money. 
There are again some few who so dis- 
pose of their thousands that their names 
and memories are linked for years, for 
centuries, tothe monuments of benef- 
icence they leave behind them, famous 
the land over, not for their wealth, but 
for the good deeds their wealth was used 
for. The millionaire is nothing, his im- 
portance nothing, his consequence noth- 
ing. Wewant to know what he does 
with his millions before we care to re- 
member his name. As a millionaire 
merely he is like the great poet who 
never writes, the great orator who has 
never mats a speech, the great inventor 
who has nover invented anything. He 
had grand opportunities. He could have 
done so much with his money. He did 
nothing. He ‘‘died worth so many mil- 
lions.” That is all. We stand by his 
grave and think what a fool he was, 
another ‘‘obscure millionaire!’’—Phila- 
delphia Church Standard.

HOW ARTICLES OF USE ARE MADE 
FROM THIS VALUABLE PRODUCT, 


A Lorg Lit Érem Tubber Hands to Sur- 
gical tupplits—An Interesting Descrip- 
tion cf Kew Cults Fer Syringes and 
Atomizcr

Rubl er is cne of the most staple aud 
useful crticics in mcdcrn ure. There ate 
bat few tsrs to which tho wonderful 
product canz ot be put. It can be made 
as pliable cg putty or as hard as wood, 
and is just 23 adapted for use as a hair- 
piu as fcr n golf bull cr a waterproof 
jacket. Few pcople, Lowever, are as fa- 
iiliar with the process of manufacture 


us with the product itself. 


The larger part cf ovr rubber goods 
comes from Brazil, which is the great- 
est rubber preducing country in the 
world. Here, of course, rnbber workers 
handle their elastic material with an 
care and cclerity which is a revelation 
to the man who has wasted the greater 
part of a fcrenocn trying tomend a hole 
in his punctured tire. Although the 
larger part cf rubber manufacturing is 
done by machinery there is still consid- 
erable dove by hand. In making up 
goods for druggists, stationers and sur- 
gical supplies the best grades of Para 
rubber, the best in tho world, are gen- 
erally used. 

The crdinary commercial rubber is 
gray, but its coloring is an easy matter. 
This is done by mechanically mixing 
with (he rubber, after it is washed and 
dried, different kinds cf pigments—ox- 
ide of zinc for white, lampblack for 
black, golden sulphuret of antimony for 
yellow and \ermilicn fcr red. The rub- 
ber mixed with tke pigment is ron 
through Le:.vy steam heated rollers into 
thin ehcets. 

The mukizg of rubber bands is a sim- 
ple preecss. Thin sheets cf pure gum 
are Wrapped around a form until it is 
shaped intu g flat tube cf the required 
thickness. This tube is then vulcanized, 
when it is shipped cff the form and ron 
through a machine, which cuts it cross- 
wise into strips. 

Rubber crascrs ccntzein fnely pow- 
dered pumice sicve cr cmery dust. The 
abrasive materials ure mixed with the 
rubber mechanically, which is then 
melded into shape aud vulcanized un- 
der rteam heat. 

Onc cf the mest interesting processes 
in the mavufacture cf rubber goods is 
that of Lults. Lerg Lults, such as syr- 
inges and ¢ tcmizers, rre made from two 
pieces cf ruLtcr, but round bulbs, such 
as pumps itd belle, gro made from 
three picce Fer cutting the rubber 
zino or galvanized iron patterns ape 
used. Consid¢ratle care is neben 
in this, us the strength of the seam de- 
pends ufcn the +mocith fitting of the 
edges. ‘Lhe three parta for hollow balls 
may, how: ver, be cut with a die. If the 
bulb has a Heck, mall pegs of iron are 
first prepared: by teing cemented and 
wourd with strips of rubber as a nu- 
cleus, 

After the rubber is cut into the proper 
parts it is them Lrushed with cement the 
whole length of the skived edges and 
thoroughly heated. The bulbmaker then 
takes the scfiencd rubber, and tak- 
ing a prepared peg places the neck 
on que picce cu cie tice cf the rubber 
core and another ucck piece cn the op- 
posite side, theu presses them firmly to- 
gether, and, rolling the whole tube 
shaped piece between thumb and fore- 
finger, has finished the neck of the bulb. 

„The next process is that of knitting the 

edges which form the seam. This is 
done by holding the finished neck to- 
ward the operator in his left Band, 
While with the thumb and foréfinger of 
the right he pinches the edges firmly 
together for nearly the whole distance 
around. Into the side aperture, which 
is left open, is ppured a little water or 
liquid ammonia, The opening is then 
made still smaller, and as a final touch 
the maker puts his lips to the orifice and 
blows full and hard into the bulb. The 
softened rubber pnder this pressure ex- 
pands, the flattencd shape is lost in a 
fuller and more rounded outline, while 
the operator, with a quick nip of his 
teeth, closes the ¢pening, tho imprisoned 
air and water holdiug the sides dpart in 
symmetrical corpulency. 

The partly mace Lulb is now passed 
on to the trrners, who, armed with scis- 
sors with curved blzdcs, carefully circle 
the seams, cutting av ay all unevenness, 
till the whole exicrior is ready fcr tho 
mold. 

The bulbs, as ocn as they leave the 
trimmers’ bands, are laid in shallow 
pans filled with chalk. When taken 
from here, they! ure carefully dusted 
with talc, vo that the rubber will not 
adhere to the inside of the mold. A 
mold worker then tukcs one-half of the 
mold in his lcít hand crd with his right 
gently forces a bulb into it, capping it 
with the ececrd half. Lach bulb, if the 
pattern workcr is skillfal, will fit ite 
old: otherwise the Cnished bulb is apt 
to be imperfect.

The govern- 
ment will then bave out only intrinsic 
money. Make both the gold and silver 
full legal tender foreall obligations, both 
public and private, giving the debtor the 
option of the money debts are to be paid 
in, This would require fully five years. 
This might be done by actual coinage or 
by silver certificates. Then all the sil- 
ver heaped up in the treasury at present 
obtained by purchase under the Sher- 
man Act of 1890, should be converted in- 
to money, that is what is not already 
converted into money, either by baving 
it coined or by issuing upon it in baul- 
lion silver certificates. 

This plan would settle the question of 
free coinage Jong before the required 
amount was coined. Asit would witb- 
draw from the market annually more 
than half of the world's product. 

Secondly: National banks should not 
only be permitted, but required to issue a 

definite amount of circulation upon their 
capital stock, say seventy-five per cent. 
Then the tax should be taken off of 
state banks or what would be almost 
equivalent, make the minimum capital 
stock of nations] banks somewhere 
from ten to twenty thousand dollars, so 
that smaller towns, especially in the 
South, could avail themselves of bank- 
ing facilities.

THE NEXT TARIFF BILL. 
Congressman_Dingley Likely to 


The Dingley bill, which passed the 
House of Representatives last session, 
and which is still pending before the 
Eenate. will not be passed by this Con- 
gress. There will be no attempt to pass 
it in the Senate during the coming short 
session of Congress, because by the first 
of the year it will be generally known 
that President McKinley intends to call 
an extraordinary session of the Fifty- 
fifth Congress, especially to consider and 
pass a tariff bill. 

It is clear now that the extra session 
wili convene during the last of March or 
early in April, and that tariff only will 
be considered. The reason the Dingley 
bill will not be passed at this time is be- 
cause it is simply an emergency revenue 
bill, and does not contain the protective 
elements which bave become necessary 
in a tariff measure. : 

HANNA FOR THE TREASURY. 

In this connection it may be stated as 
almost certain that Mr. Hanna will be 
offered and will accept the treasury port- 
folio, and that although he is far from 
desirous of taking the place, the pres- 
sure from the business interests all over 
the country is already so great upon 
Major McKinley to put Mr. Hanna at 
the head of the treasury that before the 
end of the year Mr. Hanna will arrange 
his business interests so that he will be 
free to enter the Cabinet. Few men 
know as well what kind of a tariff bill 
the country wants as does Mr. Hanna 
H s close connection daring the cam- 
paign with the various business interests 
bas giyen him this knowledge, and as 
the business and commercial interests 
trusted him in his management of the 
campaign, they now look to and trust 
him in regard to the new tariff. 

Mr. Hanna contemplates a visit to 
Washington next month, after Congress 
convenes, and as the future Secretary of 
the treasury this visit will be of the 
greatest importance. He will be able to 
consult with the leaders of the Repub- 
lican party. and togetber they can out- 
line a tar:ff bill tothe m mbers of the 
Ways sod Means Committee, to be per- 
fected by Mr. Dingley and be ready for 
the new Congress when it meets after 
the inauguration. 

PROSPECTS IN THE SENATE. 

The rules of the House will allow the 
passage ofa tariff bill in a reasonable 
time, and it will reach the Senate by the 
lst of May at the latest. This will allow 
tue senators two entire months to discuss 
the bill, for it is the program to have the 
law on the statute books before the Ist 
of July, so that it can go into effect with 
the beginning of the fiscal year. The 
outline of Mr. McKinley's plans is, of 
course, entirely dependent on the hypo- 
thesis that in addition to the forty-four | 
straight Republicans who wil! be in the 
next Senate, at least one of the silver 
Republican senators wil! pledge himself 
to Mr. McKinley, to vote for a tariff bill 
without demanding a free silver law as 
the price of his vete.

MR. DINGLEY TO FRAME THE TARIFF BILL. 


The delicate task of constructing it wil] 
be entrusted to Mr. Dingley, the chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee. 
No man is better qualified for the work. 
He is in harmony with business men al- 
mo t as perfectly as is Mr. Hanna, and 
be knows the history of tariff legislation. 
He knows that experience proved there 
were flaws in the Mcxinley law, and he 
knows that there are some sections in 
the Gorman- Wilson law which require 
little alteration. Thus the cotton sched- 
ule of that law was written by Senator 
Aldrich, of Rhode Island, and the iran 
and steel schedule was practically writ- 
ten by Senator Quay. The pottery 
schedule was fairly satisfactory to the 
potters of New Jersey, whose interests 
were in the hands of Senator Smith, and 
the coal and iron mine-owners have 
about adapted themselves to the present 
conditions. Mr. Dingley is above all a 
man to whom the business interests of 
the country are dearer than the glory of 
attaching bis own name to a new tariff 
law, which shall revolutionize all the 
projects of the business worid, and it can 
be safely stated that be will proceed 
with a view to merely meeting such 
changes as will produce sufficient reve- 
nue, while carrying out the scientific 
principles of a protective policy. This, 
of course, wool will be taken from the 
free list, and adequately protected—a 
change which naturally involves compen- 
satory changes in the woolen schedule.

MODERN PRISONS. 


Their Very Improvement Are What Drive 
English Convicts Mad. 

The cflicial belief is that there is lit- 
tle or no prison made insanity. Prison 
doctors are keenly alive to the possibil- 
ity of shamming, and they hesitate tc 
admit that there is any flaw in the sys- 
tem for the ucministraticu of which 
they are so largely responsible. Still 
the fact remains that the ratio cf insap- 
ity in prisons has exactly doubled since 
1877. 

The admitted general increase of in- 
sanity is not sufficient to account for 
this startling fact. Prison discipline is 
now more mechanical, and therefore 
more depressing. Its very improvements 
in this respect ‘‘take the heart out of a 
man. It is probable that prisoners 
were far happier is the old unreformed 
prisons, when they herded together and 
had companionship of a kind. 

An expert witness who had passed 
four and twenty years in jail told the 
prison committee some startling things 
from the convict's point of view. The 
rules, he said, are too minute for human 
observance, and some minds are totally 
unable to bear the strain of them. A 
man may be reported for knocking 
something over in his cell, though it 
may be by pure accident. The name 
for this offense is ‘‘unuecessary noise. 
As the poor wretches walk their weary 
round in the exercise yard one may fall 
out of step and thus throw the others 
out. The first offender or the last—any 
one, in fact, on whom the wurder's eye 
happens to fall—is liable to punishment 
for this mischance. 

In this way the convict gradually ac- 
quires an expression that never leaves 
bim—the round the corner glance of a 
being who dreads a tyrant on the pounce. 
We want a new Howard if the system 
is only half as bad as it is said to be by 
those who have best reason to know.— 
London News.

VIRGINIA’S ICE MINE. 


It Is One of the Greatest Wonders In 
This Country. 

One of the greatest curiosities in the 
United States, or in the world, perhaps, 
is the wonderful ledge of ice which ex- 
ists, even in the midst of the hottest 
summer, in Scott county, Va. This nat- 
ural icehouse is situated oy the north 
side of Stone mountain and about six 
miles from the mouth of a small stream 
known as Stony creek. The marvel is 
said to have been known to at least one 
of the early rettlers, a Mr. Danridge, 
who, it is alleged, discovered it while 
deer hunting away back in 1830. Ow- 
ing to the fact thatthe land on which 
it was situated could not be bought, Mr. 
Danridge positively refused to tell of 
the whereabouts of the ice ledge, and 
only visited the place when it was ab- 
solutely necessary to obtain a supply to 
be used in case of sickness, 

The old man died many years ago, 
and from that time until 1893 the loca- 
tion of Danridge’s ice mine was un- 
known, tbe old gentleman having never 
even taken bis own family into the se- 
cret. 

In the year last mentioned, however, 
a party of herb diggers visited the un- 
frequented region contiguous to Stone 
mountain and were fortunate enough to 
rediscover the lost ice mine. 

During two or three months in the 
middle of summer the ice is only pro- 
tected from the sun’s rays by a thick 
growth of moss. The formation of the 
ice Jayer is similar tothat of a coal 
vein, being thin in some places and 
thicker in others, the average thickness 
being about four feet. Persons of some 
scientific attainments who have visited 
the place for the purpose of studying 
the wonder say that it has the appear- 
ance of having been there since the time 
of the ice age, which the geologists talk 
so much about. Another plausible theo- 
ry is that sumewhere beneath the bed 
is situated a great natural laboratory 
where ether is coustantly formed and 
expelled, and that the process of freez- 
ing is now constantly going on. What- 
ever view is taken it is one of the great- 
est natural wonders the state affords. — 
St. Louis Republic.
